In response to the growing concern about 
literacy, the Department of English has 
convened The University of Alberta Conference 
on Literacy to be held 22 and 23 October.

The project has received encouraging moral 
and financial support from several jurisdictions 
in the University community including eleven 
faculties, the Vice-President (Academic), 

the Conference Fund, and the Department of 
English itself. In addition, the two Edmonton 
School Boards and a number of business 
agencies in the province have given financial 
support. 

The purpose of the conference is to determine 
what joint action needs to be taken by 
government, schools, and universities and to 
bring forward an understanding of the roles 
and relationships of these institutions. The 
whole subject of literacy will be explored in 
four major lectures by renowned specialists and 
informed speakers. There will also be a series 
of seminar workshops dealing with practical 
and provocative subjects. 

Most delegates will be teachers of English 
and the language arts in the secondary school 
system and professors of English and 
Education from universities across Canada. 
However, other interested persons are invited 
to register for the conference subject to space 
considerations. The registration fee is $5 and 
there is an entertainment fee of $10 which 
entitles each delegate to attend the conference 
banquet and two receptions.

SAVE 42,500 TREES 


The following notice was received from 
W.S. Larsen, Manager of Building Services, 
Physical Plant. 


Staff and students at the University of 
Alberta last year collected and contributed 
almost one million pounds of waste paper for 
recycling, or an average of 40 tons per month. 
This effort was accomplished through both 
individual contributions and organized 
collection programs in campus buildings. 

The market for all grades of waste paper 
collected for recycling is improving © 
considerably. Staff and students are urged to 
participate fully to enable the University to 
collect all salvageable paper on campus. 
Conservatively estimated, the campus potential 
is 2,500 tons of recyclable waste paper 
per year; in other words, we are collecting 
only twenty percent of that potential. 

Some statistics pertaining to waste 
paper are interesting. For example, 

—one ton of paper consumes the pulp of 
seventeen average size trees. 

—one half of Edmonton’s solid waste is paper. 
—in the course of a month a household 
collects an average of 28 pounds of newsprint. 

Anyone requiring assistance or information 
about the University’s waste paper collection 
program is asked to contact Building Services, 
Department of Physical Plant, telephone 
432-5224. Containers for recyclable paper are 
located throughout University buildings, 
and a large recycling bin is located just west 
of Athabasca Hall.

The course will emphasize the identification, 
composition, and origin of various glacial and 
post-glacial landforms throughout Canada and 
landforms that have developed in permafrost 
regions of northern Canada. The relationship 
of landforms to other aspects of the 
environment and to economic development 
will be discussed. 

The manual for the course will be Landforms 
and Surface Materials of Canada. The cost of 
this manual is $40 and is included in the 
registration fee of $150.

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The University’s Campus Development Office, in keeping with principles and policies 
established by the Long Range Landscape Development Plan, has been implementing an exterior 
campus signage system. The system has three phases and consists of signage to direct 
pedestrians, name buildings, and direct vehicles. 

Phase I, Directing Pedestrians, involves the installation of information panels that include 
a campus map and space for an events calendar. This phase is now essentially complete except 
for two units, which will be installed in the 1977-78 Paving and Grounds Program. Phase II, 
Building Name Signage, is being implemented and will continue into the 1977-78 
academic year. The photograph above shows an example of this new signage located 
south of the Civil and Electrical Engineering Building. 

Phase III, Vehicle Directional Signage, is being planned and some implemenetation 
should occur this fall. This phase will involve installation of signs at selected locations around 
the campus periphery to announce the University of Alberta. In addition, signs will be 
erected to direct vehicles to parking areas and information centres. The University, the 
University Hospital, the Jubilee Auditorium, and the City of Edmonton are working 
toward coordinating their signage systems.
